A Rig ituropean War Loom ing f'p. 
New York, August 31st.—Tiie Times' 
London special of August 30th say3: To­ 
night I learned the details of what tlie 
world is likely to learn, much to its excited 
interest, within a few days. Tiie conclu­ 
sion my informant draws front it all is that 
tbe greatest war of the century is close at 
hand. The facts come in part from a 
gentleman who dined at Jugenheim with 
Batlenbarg's father Saturday night, and in 
part from a diplomat temporarily here for 
the purposes of consultation. The secret of 
the Franzensbad interview is, that M. De 
Giers urged Prince Bismarck earnestly to 
prevent PrinSh Alexander's return to Bul­ 
garia. Bismarck declined to commit him­ 
self, and took the matter ad referendum 
and shortened the interview most ab­ 
ruptly. A great amount of telegraphing 
between Berlin, Vienna, London. Rome 
and Consianlinople has ensued. Whether 
M. De Giers got an answer before his un­ 
expectedly hasty departure is not known, 
but tbe result was that Prince Alexander 
was not restrained from going to Bulgaria. 
Mr. Luscelles, tbe British Consul-General, 
who was spendiDg bis vacation beie, started 
post liaste for Sofia the same night, to 
represent tbe English interests in the try­ 
ing time now at hand. This is a hint. Sir 
William White, who ought never to have 
been removed from Constantinople, will go 
there next week, as a temporary aid to slow 
Sir Edward Thornton. Russia will at­ 
tempt to occupy Bulgaria, when she will 
be resisted by Austria, Turkey, Roumella, 
Bulgaria and Servia. This will enable 
Germany to hold aloof, keep France in awe, 
and satisfy Kaiser William, whose scruples 
have long delayed a collision between 
Teuton and Muscovite. 
Harvest of Austro-Hnngary. 
V ienna, August 30tb.—The fourteenth 
International Corn and Seed Market lias 
been opened here. The harvest reports for 
Austria and Hungary show that the yield 
of wheat is from 5,500,060 to .6,000,000 
hectoliters below the average. The yield 
of grinding barley is 5,000,000 hectoliters 
below the average, and of rye 3,500,000 be­ 
low tbe average. There is a medium yield 
of malting barley and oats. The other 
grain available for export is malting barlev 
to the amount of 25,000,090 or 50,000,000 
hectoliters, and oats to the amount of 
scarcely 500,000 metrical centals.

Inarailros.; collision at Modiing. eight 
miles from Vienna, seven persons were 
killed and twenty-two wounded.

The Knights of Labor (twelve Assem­ 
blies) met in Convention in Cliatiuno.ipa, 
Tcnu., and nominated candidates for ifce 
Slate Senate, the Legislature and three 
i Aldermen for that eity. This is the first 
action of this kind taken by the Order in 
lha South since its organization. 
The New York Times' Winnipeg corre­ 
spondent revives tha report that Sir'Charlea 
Dilke, accompanied by the Earl of King­ 
ston, is in British North America, it is 
said that he registered there as J. C. Tal­ 
low. and announced before his departure 
on Friday that he would go to Australia bv 
way of British Columbia aud San Francisco. 
Jules Simon has published a letter in 
which he predicts that France will eventu­ 
ally become a Conservative Republic, 
which, he declares, will be the only stable 
Government for Frenchmen. It is stated 
tliat it is the purpose of De Freycinet to re­ 
move from the Cabinet three Radical mem­ 
bers. including General Boulanger, the 
Minister of War, and Grane!, the Minister 
of Posts and Telegraphs. 
Superintendent Toncey, of the New York 
Central Railroad, said tliat he heard noth­ 
ing further iron the Kniglits of Labor em­ 
ployes, who asked for an increase of wages. 
It was his purpose, be said, to deal with 
his employes as individuals, not as mem­ 
bers of the organization of the Knights of 
Labor. 
He thought no trouble would 
ensue, ns the company intended to deal 
fairly with the employes.

LIQUOR CRIMES. 


A cry rarely indeed do we perm it com­ 
m ent in the R e c o r d -U n ió n upon the con­ 
duct of men charged w ith taking hum an 
life who have not yet been tried. 
The 
case of the m urder of young Guindon in 
San Francisco, Saturday night, if any case 
can, may lie made an exception. 
The 
statem ents of all who witnessed the affair 
■aeree that it was an unprovoked killing of 
a human being. 
The deceased, aged but 
twentv-two years, was a youth of excellent 
m oral character, perfectly correct inhabits, 
lived a home life, was modest, gentle, and 
against his fair iinnie there was not a 
breath of suspicion, 
lie accompanied a 
young lady to the fair by consent of her 
parents, and returning was met by iier 
father, and, according to the girl’s own 
statem ent, and the dying declaration of the 
youth, was shot down in cold blood by him, 
w ithout reason or excuse of any kind. The 
wife of the m urderer says he had been 011 
a spree, and that whisky was the cause of 
the deed. 
The slayer of this youth, in 
th e prim e of young manhood, simply de­ 
nies the deed and stys that he never saw the 
victim of his hand. 
He may have, as his 
brother avers, a complete defense, and it is 
to I* hoped in all mercy th at he has. 
But 
if it is to be tiiis, that he was inflamed 
w ith liquor and knew nothing of w hat lie 
did, and is therefore not to he held ac­ 
countable for his deed, it will afford the 
opportunity for saying with vigor that this 
plea is altogether too much availed of and 
will not do. 
It has come to pass th at a 
very large part of the crime of the day 
skulks behind the whisky bottle. 
W hisky 
in this country has been made the excuse 
for crim e in a m ultitude of cases, most fre­ 
quently successfully, and hut rarelv w ith­ 
out avail. 
The law that drunkenness is to 
lie taken as no excuse, ought to lie strictly 
construed. 
It is all very fine to sav that 
the intent is a necessary basis for crime, 
and that if one, from any cause, is so men­ 
tally upset that he cannot entertain sane 
intent, lie cannot be guilty of crime. 
The 
danger to society of such defenses, when 
liquor is the cause of the tem porary de­ 
thronem ent of reason, is the fact th at it 
opens the door for cowardly rascals to for­ 
tify their slender courage w ith intoxicants 
for the express purpose of committing 
crime. 
It is 110 uncommon tiring for a 
man 
to 
“ drink 
himself 
u p ” 
to 
a 
valorous point, which, in his normal con­ 
dition, he could never attain. 
It is a com­ 
mon resort of crim inal lawyers to save t he 
necks of murderers and to rescue other 
dliemiers from merited punishm ent. W hile 
no one can wish the innocent to he pun­ 
ished, the insane to be held accountable, 
or would deprive a prisoner of a single 
rig h t given liv the law, and while we 
would he the very last in the world to 
prejudge a case, yet as the indications 
point in this m urder of young Guindon to 
the interposition of the excuse th at whisky 
caused it, it is in point and proper to call 
attention to the 
rem arkable frequency 
with which this m antle is used to cloak 
crime. 
The law savs 1 lmt “ no act com­ 
m itted 
by a person while in a state of 
voluntary intoxication is less crim inal by 
reason of his having been in such condi­ 
tion. 
Hut whenever tlie aet.ial existence 
of any particular purpose, motive or intent 
is a necessary elem ent to constitute any 
particular species or degree of crime, the 
ju ry n n v take into consideration the fact 
th at the accused was intoxicated at the 
time, in determ ining tiie purpose, motive 
or in ten t w ith which lie committed the 
act.” 
1 hat is to say, voluntary intoxica­ 
tion shall not excuse, but may lie consid­ 
ered in determ ining the degree of the 
crim e. 
But even this application of the 
plea is oftener than not twisted and warped 
to m ike w hisky, and not the man, rcs|ion- 
sible, and to work the compiete clearance 
of the latter. 
The way to put a stop to 
whisky m urders is for juries to let it he 
distinctly understood th at “ firing up" the 
courage w ith liquor will not serve to 
shield offenders from the consequences of 
th eir acts. 
In more than one community 
justice has been outraged, and the law 
nn d e a laughing stock by the ease with 
which offenders escape through the meshes 
o f the whisky plea. 
It is high tim e th at 
society took a broader view of the respon­ 
sibility of men for their acts than th a t 
T here is more of wisdom than of wit in 
the rem ark that has Icon frequently made, 
“ The way to the punishm ent of liquor- 
crirne is to hang the man to get at the 
whisky in him .” 


GUNS AND SHELLS. 


English naval circles are m uch agitated 
over recent experim ents w ith a shell of 
French inveution. 
Yesterday’s dispatches 
related that at Shoeburyness one' of these 
missiles was fired again it a target of 18- 
inch plate, with nine feet of backing and a 


no ironclad yet constructed is 
strong enough to resist it, and th at before 
such a shell there is not a ship of war that 
can live. 
It is to be hoped that this estim ate is 
correct. 
The more deadly the implements 
of war, the more destructive the missiles 
thrown, t he greater the assurance that 
¡leaec will not he broken. 
W hen the six- 
inch steel armor, on four feet of teak or 
oak, was made, no gun could throw a shot 
that would penetrate it. 
The appearance 
of the Arm.-trong gun demonstrated that 
reliance could not lie placed on such 
shields. 
The nine and ten-inch sheets on 
five, six and eight feet of oak, w ith a hack­ 
ing of six inches of steel, resisted, in tar­ 
get practice, the earlier K rupp gnns, but 
later ones called for targets of even 1 fl­ 
inch plates, witli eight feet of oak and 
nine inches of plate behind it. 
Now that 
this wall of steel and wood is found to lie 
useless against the French shell, which 
penetrates 18-inch 
plates, nine feet of 
wood and a 10-incli rear plate, there is 
reason for the amazement among gunnel’s. 
No 
such 
wall 
of 
defense 
ran 
lie 
used 
at 
sea. 
Two 
feet 
of 
steel 
arm or on a ship is the utmost th at can lie 
used and sufficient buoyancy and sailing 
quality be retained. 
Such walls have licen 
deemed sufficient to resist the assaults of 
guns possible to be used on ships. 
But if, 
as we infer, the French shell is so capable 
of use ¡11 a sm aller than a siege gun, and 
th at its power of penetrating relates very 
largely to the construction of the projec­ 
tile, then the days of armored ships are 
pretty nearly numbered, and we will be 
forced to rely upon fast-sailing cruisers, 
rather than upon floating batteries. M ore­ 
over, the new shell will render assaults by 
sliijis upon land works so dangerous th at 
such attacks will become very rare. 
W e 
have 110 account of the gun from which 
the new shell was fired, and it may lie tiiat 
it too is of peculiar construction. 
But it 
is certain that a shell has been thrown 
against w hich 110 known target will stand, 
and certainly th at can crash through any 
ship of war capable of being floated 
or handled. 
It is to he Imped th at the ex­ 
perim ent recounted was such that its re­ 
sults can be relied upon im plicitly, for by 
the increase of the destructiveness of im­ 
plements of war we narrow the possibili-1 
ties of war, and when it is engaged in, les­ 
sen its length by augm enting its severity. 
This is \(hal nil should desire, for thereby 
nations arc made m ore cautious of con­ 
flicts and rendered more amenable to the 
peace jietition for arbitration, to which 
means of settling disputes all civilized na­ 
tions m ust in tim e come. 


THE ANTI-CHINESE BILLS. 


Mr. Congressman Morrow, in 1 letter to 
tiie San Francisco Coll, clearly shows that 
the I>emocratic m ajority in the House of 
Representatives is responsible for the fail­ 
ure of Congress to pass needed bills to in­ 
vigorate and better the Restriction Act. 
In brief, the historical statem ent i s : 
I)e- 
■ember 21, 1885, Mr. Morrow introduced 
a bill to amend the R estriction Act and 
m ake it effective against Chinese im m igra­ 
tion. N ot until more than four months after­ 
wards did Mr. Belmont’s committee report 
the bill back, and then so amended by 
W orthington, of Illinois, as to sap it of all 
vitality. 
The bill went upon the calendar, 
but Mr. Belmont resisted all appeals to 
call it up, and made no efibrt w hatever to 
iiave it considered. 
In the meantime, and 
w hile the bill was still w ith the commit­ 
tee, Senator Fair introduced a copy of it. 
in its original form, in the Senate. 
It 
went at once to the committee, and April 
29tli was reported back, and Ju n e 1st 
passed and was sent to the House. 
The 
Ilonse adjourned w ithout touching either 
hill 011 the calendar, though Mr. Belmont 
had the right to call them up at almost 
any time. 
December 21, 1885, Mr. Mor­ 
row introduced a bill appropriating 810,000 
for the year 1887 to cover the estim ate of 
the Secretary of the Treasury for carrying 
out the Restriction Act. 
It was for inter­ 
preters, border guards, printing certificates, 
etc. 
The House Appropriation Committee 
cut the figure down to 85,000. 
Mr. Mor 
row sought to have the original sum rein­ 
stated, but the Democratic side of the 
House voted down the proposition. 
Mr. 
Voorhees, of W ashington Territory, pro- 
' posed an amendm ent appropriating $¡00,­ 
000 to defray expenses of arresting and 
deporting Chinese illegally iu the country. 
T he Democratic side voted that down also. 
W hile in California the parties are on 
all lours with each other regarding the 
exclusion of Chinese, how are the stump 
speakers of the Democracy going to ex­ 
plain away the utter disregard of the 
needs of the people of this State by the 
dom inating party in the House of Uepre- 
rentatives ? 


I k the telegraphed stories of General 
Sedgwick’s disgraceful conduct in the City 
of Mexico are true, the C utting affair has 
had 
1 fitting supplement, and tlie U nited 
States has lieen shamefully disgraced by 
its special Embassador. 
The story is that 
Sedgwick last Friday night fell into tiie 
hands of a lot of young bloods, who got 
him drunk, hung garlands about his neck, 
and attached festoons to bis coat-tails, 
while, w ith one big bouquet stuck in the 
top of his hat and another in his hand, 
they led him about the city, shouting, 
“ Viva cl Embajador A m ericano!” and 
finally left the drunken Am erican envoy 
in the embraces of disreputable women. 
For the sake of themselves, all Americans 
should pray that this may all turn out to 
be untrue. W hisky has a mountain of sins 
to answer fur, and is at the bottom of a 
good deal of national disgrace and hum ili­ 
ation. 
If Sedgwick has allowed the enemy 
of m ankind to steal away his brains, and 
thus dishonored the nation th at placed its 
trust in him, he should lie warned to make 
a short cut out of Mexico for parts un­ 
known and there rem ain—there can be no 
atonement for such an offense as his. 


A MURDER. 


M a k k C r a w f o r d , of the Chicago Trades 
Assembly, thinks that if the Chicago an­ 
archists are to lie punished, some sort of 
punishm ent ought also to tic inflicted upon 
Mayor C arter Harrison. 
And there are 
plenty of people who concur. 
If Carter 
Harrison had not been a demagogue, and 
guilty of moral cowardice, there would 
have beeu no bomb-throwing in Chicago; 
no terrorizing of peaceable citizens; no 
allotting of men to be killed because they 
IKissessed p ro p erty ; no homes designated 
to be burned because labor, economy and 
love built them.

enjoined to ieturn by 12 m idnight. The 
fail closed at 11 p. m . 
They arrived at the 
girl's home at 12:20, having in addition to 
the long walk gone to the Vienna Bakery, 
Kearny’ street, for lunch. JThey were met 
at the door by tiie girl's father, 
who 
said, 
as 
Guindon 
bade 
her 
good­ 
night, 
“ See here, young man, 
I want 
to see you.” Guindon turned and walked 
back to the steps in acquiesence, when Geo. 
D. Gardiner, the father, a clerk in the 
Stock Exchange, drew a pistol and shot 
Guindon in the neck and downward into 
the breast. 
Guidon turned 
and 
ran, 
Gardiner pursuing and shooting at him 
lour times more. 
The poor youth ran 
into the house of Captain Irw in, 1310 Geary 
street, fully three blocks distant, and fell 
in the hallway and soon expired. Captain 
Irw in and son asked him as he died who 
shot 
h im ’.' 
H e 
replied, “ Gardiner.” 
“ W hat for?” 
“ I do not know, except it 
was because I brought the daughter home 
so late.’’ 
He attempted to repeat it, but 
died in the effort. 
The 
police found 
G ardiner in bed and his wife and daughter 
gone, they having fled to the house of Mrs. 
W hipple, on Van Ness avenue, a sister of 
G ardiner’s. 
He denied the killing or any’ 
knowledge of it. 
Brought to Captain Ir­ 
win's and shown the body of his victim, he 
declared he had never seen him before. 
H e 
finally 
told 
the 
officers where 
the 
pistol was, 
and 
they found it 
between 
the 
mattresses of 
his bed. 
The officers did not think he had been 
drinking, bat his wife said he had been 011 
a spree and "w h isk y was the cause” of 
the tragedy’. 
Both said to the m other of 
the m urdered youth that there was no 
cause in the world for the shooting. The 
girl is an amiable, handsome young per­ 
son of IS or 20 years, and of excellent 
character. Just, before the tragedy Gardiner 
quarreled with his wife about Constance 
being out. Guindon had known Constance 
about five m onths, having been introduced 
at the W hipples, where Dr. Moore and his 
family visited. At the fair Dr. Moore and 
his wife m et their son and the young lady 
and greeted them as late as 10:45 p. m. 
Gardiner was imprisoned, and relused to 
m ake any statem ent. 
But to a reporter 
who told him the daughter said there was 
no cause for tfie shooting, he replied, “ Did 
she say that? It's all right.” The brother 
of Gardiner declares that the prisoner lias 
a complete defense. To Captain Lee3 Gar­ 
diner adm itted that lie had no acquaintance 
with young Guindon. but knew he occa­ 
sionally escorted his daughter. 
He claims 
to have no recollection of the shooting at 
all. Miss Gardiner, being asked if ber 
father objected to young Guindon, replied, 
" N o ; if it had been any other young man 
it would have been the sam e.” 
In the 
pocket of the y’oung man was a card with 
a list of six young ladies he had, w ith his 
parents’ consent, asked to accompany him 
to the fair during tiie fair season. 
Miss 
Gardiner headed the list. 
Gardiner is aged 45, and has the reputa­ 
tion of being a decent, quiet, well-behaved 
citizen. Captain Lees and Gardiner's attor­ 
ney, Mr. N apthalv, can get from the pris­ 
oner no reason for the shooting, which fact 
does not tally w ith the prisoner's brother’s 
statem ent that lie lias a complete defense. 
Officer Shields, who arrested Gardiner, tes­ 
tified that G ardiner was abusive and evi­ 
dently suffering from the effects of liquor. 
H e 
denied 
knowing 
or 
ever 
having 
seen 
Guindon, 
but 
readily 
told 
where 
the 
pistol 
was, and two, one 
a Remington and the other, a Bulldog, 
were found between his mattresses. Ser-' 
geant 
Wilson corroborated Shields ex­ 
actly, and said Gardiner seemed wholly 
unconscious of having done anything, llis 
face and hand were scratched, as if he 
bad fallen in his chase after his victim. 
Shields asked him about the scratch 011 his 
finger, and he said : 
“ It m ight have hap­ 
pened sometime or other by falling down 
stairs.” 
Young Guindon was prom inent 
in the A m ateur Journalists’ Association, 
and liad a taste for editing puzzle depart­ 
ments, and did work for a num ber of pa­ 
pers in that line. The Coroner's ju ry 011 
Monday, on hearing all these facts testified 
to by various 
witnesses, in five m in­ 
utes returned a verdict charging Gardiner 
with m urder. G ardiner is a brother in­ 
law of Jt. B. Gray, m anufacturing jeweler, 
arid some years ago was engaged in the 
factory on M erchant street, between Kearny 
and Montgomery.

a t V in a .—There w’as a 
meeting of the citizens of Vina and vicin­ 
ity the afternoon of the 25th, for the pur­ 
pose ot discussing the best interests of the 
fruit grower—best way of m arketing fruit, 
as well as raislug.

His firm wishes to contract for all the fruit 
at a reasonable price for a term not ex­ 
ceeding five years ; not only peaches but 
apricots, plums, nectarines, and green corn, 
tomatoes, beans, and such other vegetables 
as are fit to can. 
If be can m ake such a 
contract his firm will agree to put in m a­ 
chinery and buildings sufficient to handle 
all the crop of tlife vicinity, and in fact, 
all the crop of this and Shasta counties. 
The plant will cost all the way from $40,­ 
000 to $¡0.000. 
He says such an establish­ 
m ent as he contemplates will disburse from 
$250,000 to $300,000 annually.

YK7HEREA3, T H E LEGISLATURE OF THE 
* * 
State o f California, at itb Tw enty-sixth 
Session, beginning on th e filth day of January. 
A. D. eighteen h undred an d eightv-five, two- 
thirds of all the m em bers elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legisloture voting in favor 
thereof, proposed th e following am endm ent of 
Sections One, E ight, Ten and E leven of A rticle 
Thirteen, oí tílie Constitution of the State of 
C alifornia: 


A M E N D M E N T N U M B E R O N E . 


Sf.ction 1. All property in th e State, except 
railroads, not exem pt u uder th e laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
Tlio word property, as used in th is article and 
section, is hereby declared to include m oneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises am i all 
other m atters aud things, real, personal and 
m ixed, capable of private owner.-hip; proritUd, 
th a t grow ing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as m ay belong to 
the U nited States, th is State, or any county or 
m unicipal Corporation w ithin this State, shall 
be exem pt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deem ed to be and shall be 
assessed aud taxed as a part of the realty; and. 
provuted further, th a t railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten ot this article; and, 
provided further, th a t the Legislature m ay pro­ 
vide for the exem ption from taxation of ships 
ar.d vessels ow ned and regktered or enrolled in 
th is etate, or m ay tax such ships and vessels on 
th eir g rosser net earnings, in lieu ot an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature m ay also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by m ortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents i f this bta’.e. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. T he Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to m ake and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a .statem ent 
u n d er oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty. real au d personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in bection Ten of th is article, ow ned 
dv such taxpayer, or in his possession or u nder 
his control, at tw elve o’clock m eridian on the 
first M onday in M arch. 
• 
Sec. 19. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in th e county, city, city and county, tow n, tow n­ 
ship, or d istrict in w hich it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. 
Every corporation 
and person ow ning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, In this State, shall, on or 
before th e first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State T reasurer an annual tax of tw o and 
a h a lf per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
w ith in this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon th e thirty-first day of Decem ber 
n ex t preceding, w hich tax shall t»e in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadw ay, road fed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and th eir 
appurteuances, and upon ferryboats, w hen op­ 
erated as a p art of such railroad, and upon the 
shareB o f th e capital stock, and upon th e m ort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or o th er obliga­ 
tion by w hich a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed an d tAxcd 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross an n u al earnings earned during th e year 
ending on the thirty-first day ot D ecem ber last 
preceding, o f all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of E qualization, 
under such rules and regulations as m ay be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; prmndcd, how ever, th a t 
th e Legislature m ay at any tim e pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
w here railroads are situated partly w ithin this 
State aud partly w ithout this State, the gross a n ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determ ined by ta k in g : 


First. The gross earnings w hich, during th e 
year la”, preceding, have been earned wholly 
w ithin th is State. 


Second—The gross earnings w hich, during th e 
sam e year, have been earned partly w ithin this 
State and partly w itnout th is State, w hich shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
betw een th is State and other Sta’es or T errito­ 
ries, in th e proportion w hich th e num ber of 
m iles of such railroad situated in th isS tate, and 
used in m aking such earnings, fe a rs to —he 
w hole num ber o f m iles thereof, by th e use of 
w hich such earnings have been m ade. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings th u s ascerti 


shall fe added to th e earnings m ade w holly 
w ithin th e Slate, an d th e total th u s obtained 
sh all be taken an d deem ed to he th e gross earn ­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes o f assess­ 
m ent and taxation. 
F or every purpose o t th is 
section, except for th e purpose o f ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to th e earnings m ade w holly w ithin th is State, 
all railroads o ferated as on e system shall be 
treated as one road. O ne-third of th e tax p aid 
by corporations or persons ow ning or operating 
railroads u nder the provisions of th is section 
shall becom e part o f the G eneral Fund o f th is 
Slate, and nvo tliir is th ereo f shall be paid to 
the county or counties in w hich said rab ro ad is 
situated, iu proportion to th e length o f th e ra il­ 
road operated iu the several counties. 
For th e 
purposes of th is section a consolidated city and 
county shall fe treated a saco u n ty . 
Any corpo­ 
ration. association, partnership, 'person o r per­ 
sons, unlaw lully failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, w hen the sam e shall be­ 
com e due. or w ith in th irty days thereafter, shall 
be deem ed to have w aived th e ir rig h t to operate 
th e ir railroads w ith in th is State. T he taxes 
herein provided for. together w ith such penalties 
as the 1 egislature m ay im pose for th e non pay­ 
m ent thereof, shall be a lieu upon tiie property 
hereinbefore in th is section designated, and m ay 
lie enforced in such m anner as th e Legislature 
m ay by law. prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
th e sam e are situated w ithin th e boundaries of 
auy com m on school district, shall he subject to 
an ail valorem ta x for school purposes Toted by 
th e electors ot the district, a t a speciul election 
heid for th at purpose, th e sam e as o th er prop­ 
erty situated w ithin th e district, a n y th in g in 
th is article to th e contrary notw ithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far as they are situated 
w ithin the boundaries o f any incorporated city 
or tow n, shall be subject to au ad valorem tax 
for m unicipal Tiurfaost s the sam e ns o th er prop­ 
erty situated th erein , anything iu th is article lo 
th e contrary notw ithstanding. 


Sr.c. It. Incom e taxes m ay be assessed an d 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or com panies, resident or doing 
business in th is State, or tiny one or m ore of 
them , in such cases an d am ounts an d iu such 
m an n er as shall he prescribed by law . h o Court 
w ithin tiiis State shall have power, by injunc 
lion or otherw ise, to interfere w ith, h in d er or 
d ’lay the collection of any ta x la id u n d er th e 
form o f law , except upon a show ing th a t th e 
sam e property lias been taxed m ore th an once 
for the sam e purpose in th e sam e vear, and th en 
on I; U fen paym ent to the T ax collector, or into 
COurt, ol a sum equal to th e am ount o f one of 
th e taxes so laid upon th e property it; question- 
provided, th a t in all cases actions m ay he m ain ­ 
tained ag ain st th e T ax Collect r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid u n d er protest. A llsncli actions 
m ust he com m enced w ith in th irty davs after 
such illegal tax es have been paid." It s’h all he 
th e d u ty of th e C onns in w hich such actions 
m ay f e brought, to try them , upon th e request 
of eith er party, in advance o f all o th er civil ac­ 
tions, arm sucn taxes so (arid u n d er p ro testsh all 
be retained by ¡lie T ax Collector, o r such o th er 
officer as th e Legislature m ay designate, u ntil 
such actions sh all have been finally decided. 


SCHEDULE. 


Koriiing in th is am endm ent shall affect any 
assessm ent or tax heretofore m ade or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, o r auy action or rig h t of action on ac- 
ceo u n to f any such assessm ent, tax . interest or 
penalty: an d all law s in force nt the adop1 ion of 
iliis am endm ent, not Inconsistent therew ith, 
shall rem ain in full force and effect u ntil altered 
or repealed by th e Legiclature. T he first levy 
and paym ent of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall fe m ade in th e y ear eighteen 
hundred arid eighty-six, an d shall fe upon the 
gross earnings, to f e ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for th e en tire year o f eighteen h onored 
and eighty-five.

V erliaeg en 's Case. 
W hen the case of Louis Verhaegen, for 
assault 
to 
m urder 
Lilly 
Forrest—the 
wom an w ith whom he had been living in 
open concubinage on L street—was called 
in the Police Court yesterday, City A ttor­ 
ney H art consented to a dismissal of the 
charge, on the ground that the injured wo­ 
m an refused to testify against the culprit, 
and there being no other witnesses to the 
affair it would not he possible to convict 
him . 
If, however, the developments in the 
battery case should be sicli as to w arrant 
a reopening of the assault to m urder 
charge, a new complaint could be tiled. 
The 
Court 
accordingly dismissed 
the 
charge. 
Mr. Anderson, defendant's coun­ 
sel, then asked the Court to reduce the bail 
bond from $1,000 to$500, in order that the 
defendant—" who is a poor m an"—m ight 
be enabled to go on bail. 
This the Court 
declined to do under the circumstances, 
and 
a 
jury 
trial 
being 
demanded, 
the 
battery 
case 
was 
set 
for 
hearing on W ednesday. The battered wom­ 
an was in Court among the witnesses recog­ 
nized to appear. As it is understood that 
she aims to shield Verhaegan as m uch as 
possible, it would seem that it had been 
better policy not to have allowed her to 
associate with the eight or ten abandoned 
women who were expected to give evidence 
m ore or less damaging to the defendant. 
A sort of Free Masonry exists among that 
class of people: each woman has her 
“ lover” (or “ m asher,” as this class of 
m ale creatures were originally know n), and, 
generaljy speaking, is prepared to shield 
him under almost any circumstances. A 
fellow-feeling makes them wondrous kind, 
and it is not at all likely that any of these 
women will be found willing to go against 
the wishes of Lilly Forrest and give damag­ 
ing testimony against her “ feller.” 
It is 
said that she was heard to tell one of the 
women (in French) to he careful and not 
say too m uch, and to rem ark to another 
party that “ the poor fellow feels worse 
about it than she does." 
It m ay be found 
impossible to establish guilt upon this 
creature Verhaegen, but the prosecution 
should leave no stone unturned to have 
justice done. All such creatures are moral 
pests, and it should be m ade so warm for 
that class that they will be glad to keep 
away from this city. It ought to he possi­ 
ble in a com m unity no greater than that of 
Sacramento for citizens to successfully 
quarantine against such verm in.

T he C ity B onds. 
M ayor Brown and Trustees Ryan and 
Jones returned yesterday noon from San 
Francisco, where they had hec-n to consult 
inform ally with the principal holders of 
city bonds relative to the prospect of effect­ 
ing a compromise on such tenns as would 
be to the interests of the city and at the 
same tim e satisfactory to the bondholders, 
by doing away with expensive litigation. 
The Trustees stated that they had inter­ 
views with the chief holders of bonds, and, 
while nothine was said to indicate what 
term s m ight be offered on behalf of the 
city, the Trttsiees received the impression 
that a compromise of some sort is possible. 
They wish it understood, however, that 
whatever proposition m ay in the future be 
made on the city’s behalf, if any, it will he 
only after m ature and careful deliberation 
and" with the full knowledge of every tax­ 
payer in the city. They were informed 
that a committee had been appointed on 
behalf of the Board of Trade to meet with 
tfie Trustees and investigate the condition 
of the bond question, and thought it pos­ 
sible that at such meeting som ething ap­ 
proaching a definite conclusion m ay be ar­ 
rived at. Each of the Trustees is, however, 
em phatic in the declaration th at he will 
consent to no offer that will not only be 
fair and just to the city, but also effect a 
material reduction of the sum total of the 
debt. The present unsettled and disturbed 
condition ol the bond debt is a serious ob­ 
stacle in the way of thecity’sadvancem ent, 
and taxpayers generally would be glad to 
have the question settled definitely, if by 
so doing none of the city's rights, either in 
law or equity, be jeopardized. 


P rizes for A thletics. 
A contributor, who signs him self “Am a­ 
teur,” writes as follows : In answer to “ An 
Am ateur Sprinter,” 1 would say it is not 
absolutely necessary for all the prizes to be 
medals, as at sports held by the Pullm an 
Athletic Club one prize itt the walking race 
was a pair of walking shoes. The defini­ 
tion of an am ateur, as defined by the A m a­ 
teur A thletic Association of America, is “a 
person who has never competed for money 
or for a staked bet, or who has never run 
against a professional, cither for money, a 
prize, or exhibition ; and one who has not 
taught nor followed athletic pursuits os a 
means of livelihood.” 
As “ Sprinter” says, 
I know the value of having the events open 
to am ateurs alo n e; for am ateurs mostly 
run for honor, whilst professionals invaria­ 
bly run for the alm ighty dollar, regardless 
of everything else. 
1 would say to the offi­ 
cials, that it they intend to ba'vé any races 
during the fair, to hold them in the second 
week, if possible, so as to give some of the 
Sacramento amateurs 
time to practice. 
Also advertise as early as possible, in the 
Sacramento and San Francisco papers, the 
num ber of events, giving the price of entry 
fees, and requesting all intending competi­ 
tors to state the last two events they com­ 
peted in, and w ith w hat success, if the 
events are to be handicaps. 


Ot a City T axes.—T he Supreme Court 
has reversed the judgm ent of the Superior 
Court in the ease of the People vs. Clunie. 
The question subm itted to the Court was, 
" W hat, if any. law is in existence author­ 
izing the city of Sacramento to assess, levy 
and collect m unicipal taxes?” The Court 
holds that “ it was intended to continué in 
existence the charter of the city, including 
the machinery therein provided for the 
assessing, levying and collection of m unici­ 
pal taxes. That m achinery, as has been 
seen, is to be found in the Act of May 17, 
1SG1." This decision lays at rest a question 
that might otherwise have caused untold 
confusion in our m unicipal affairs, and its 
importance will at once be manifest to the 
reflective taxpayer.
